He savs that it is quite the pract¬ 
ice of the cold storage men to take 
poultry that has been in storage and 
dip it in hot water before it goes to 
market. 'I’his causes the little bodies 
to swell up and look fat and at¬ 
tractive. But the mischief of it Ls 
that decomposition almost im-

Capitalism has its eyes on the 
vast coal deposits of Alaska, and 
the struggle is on as to whether the 
coal shall belong to the people or to 
the people’s skinners. Of course, 
wc do not expect the Socialist* to 
jump suddenly into power, but the 
people of this comrtrv arc suffering 
miserably every day bccau.se they 
are not in power, and socialist ideas 
are crowding to the front in the 
mo.st irrepressible way. 

The market price of butter and 
eggs bears no relation to the sup¬ 
ply.

lUn tinder your jire-cut system you not only feeel and house these 
loafers, l.in voit go to the e.\pen-e of masters. m.atrons. dextora, war- 
eleiis, ,nid i«diec. all of whom have to he feel and (laiil to wait uixin or 
attend to the loafers. 

Next, with regard to the imcniplovcd. Thrsc jxnjilc exist; and 
they c\i,.! ill ciiforccil idleness, and at the expen-e of those who work. 

Note one or two facts. The-e |xoi>lc do noihiitg for their own 
stiiatoii, and many of them, through want .and -haiiic, and forced idle¬ 
ness. Ixcome eriiuiiials or tramps. 

This is not oiih a waste of wca'th. and a wa-te (>f-(H)kvcr, it is 
also a n:oi,i w icked an<l disgraceful wa-te of human souls.

This fact 
Ixing niiiversallv knokkii. no ahlc-hoilieil man could exist without work, 
\ beggar i r a tramp would lx iiieviiahly a loafer, and not a hand 
kkonld lx held oni to lxl)i him. 

The answer to the .liile lKHlieil Ixggar would lx, "If yen are 
'iimerv go and kvork." If the man refustd to work he must starve. 

The aiiskkcr, tlmi. to the ipiesiion cif kvli.at Sixialists would do with 
the loafers i>, that under .Sixialisrti kve 'honld oblige the loafer to kvork 
fir (xri'h; kvlieii as, under press'iU conditions, kve either make him into 
a "gtiuTinan” or a (laupcr, or a beggar, or a thief; iti any one of 
wliich c:i|jcitics he is allokvcil to live in idleness ii|)on the labor of 
other men. 

Tell me, is it not true tixlay that the idlest are Ihe riclx.st anil 
the most indnsirious the iMwirest amongst the iKsipIc? Well, I want 
ki.n to rtniind your critics of these things wlxii they ask you what 
Sixiali'l' k'ill do with their loalVr.s.

Who 
kkill do the scavenging? 

This (|nesiion is an old friend of mine, and I have come to enter¬ 
tain for it a tender afl'cclion. I have .seldom hcaril an argnmnit or 
read an adverse letter tir spkxeh against Ihe claims of justice in social 
mailers, but onr friend Ihe scaveii(;er playetl a prominent part (herein. 
Trulv, this scavenger is a most important person. Yet one would 
iHil sniiposc that the wjiole cosmic seixme revolvctl on him as on an 
axis; <ine would not ima(;iiic him to he the keystone of societjr—at 
least his aiipcarance and his wages wmild not justify such an assnin|>- 
tion. lint 1 Ixgin lo Ixiicve tliat the fear of the M-ivcngcf is really 
the source and foimlain head, the life and blood and breath of all 
conservatism, (iood old scavenger Ili.s ash pnnHs the bulwark of- 
ra|iitalism, and bis Ixsom the staiulard around yvhich rally the priile 
and the culture aiid-‘hc ofMilence of sqgicty. .Vnd he never knew it; 
he <locs not know it nokv. If he did he would strike for another 
jxnny a day. 

\\'e liavc hcartl a gtsod deal of more or less cltimsy ridicule at the 
exixiisc of the Stxialists. Wc have heard learned and practical nxn 
laugh them P) scorn; wc have seen their claims and their desires and 
their theories held np to derision. Hut can any man imagine a sight 
more eoiitemptilile or more prcpcistcnnts than lliat of a civilized and 
kvealthy nation coming (•> a lialt in its march of progress for fear of 
disturbing the minds of the scavengers? 

•Shades of C'romkvcll. of l.angton. of Washington .and of Hamp¬ 
den! Imagine the noble prc.sidcnl at the head of the government 
aweing a trncnlent and radical congress into silence by thundering 
out the terrible menace, “Tonch the dnstman. and you destroy the 
nation." Yet, kvheii the ca|>itali.st talk.s aUint "tamtxring with the 
lakvs of (Kjlitical eronnmy.” and "opening the floodgates of anarchy," 
it is really tlx seavengcr that is in his mind, although he reaPv^ 
may not think so himself, caialali-ts not Ixing always very clear in 
their reasonings. For just as Mrs. I’artington sought to drive lack 
the kiccan with a mop, so di> the capitalists hojx to drive back the 
sea of progress kvith tlx ,<avinger's liroom.

Therefore, when a critic ask- a young Sixialist whether a cerlni.t 
evil will exist unde: .'^ocmlisin. let the Srxialist ininiediately ask the 
critic whether the same evil exists now. ,
